He was then sent to Pranoe to intercept a Hungarian diplomat ooming 
from LISBON and separate him fr^ his doouments and baggage - the 
order was changed by the Forel^ .Offioe ln BERLIN, and HEBEL was re- 
qulred solely to shadow the diplomat to BERLIN* Ih November 1943, 

KKBEL was to be part of a project to kidnap Marshal PEFAIN* Later he 
mo given a mission to blow up the Banish Student Onion in COPENHAGEN* 

He was also instructed to build up a rosistanoo movement in PARIS, 
to uncover sabotage in French factories working for oemany, to pro- 
l^^re factories for demolition, to set up depots of asmunltlon ex- 
plosives in the BELFORT area, and to blow up a pipeline crossing 
France*

SKORZEHY^s unit was to blow up, by way of reprisal, a factory working 
^ only for the Danes*

promoted to his present rank of sturmbannfuobrer (HaJor)»

14. From vhat we know of 9K0RZH^, It Is reasonable to 
conclude that, whatever plana are being mode at present by Oormmn 
Intelligence for the period following the defeat of Germany, SKdRZENY 
la playing a major role In their formation and will take an equal 
share In carrying them out. 
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
